From the Philippines obsoryations are 
recoived from Manila, Aparri, Logaepi, 
Lloilo, Cobu and Bacolod, With data 
from these stations tho “Hongkong 
Observatory is ina position to locate 
typhoons to tho Enstward of the Philip- 
pines, independently of any warnings 
sgnt out by the Manila, Obeorvatory. 


‘Wo learn that it occasionally happens |’ 


that the local Obsorvatory notifies tho 
existence of o typhoon in the Pacific 
boforo any warning is roceived in 
Hongkong from Manila, This is reas- 
suring but we believe that it would be 
generally acccptnblo to the public if an 
arrangoment were’ made with Manile 
and Shanghai to advise the .local 
Obeervatory immodiatoly a typhoon 
was located. We undorstand that on 
interchange of forecasts is prevented 
by the-cost. But, in normal timos, 
thore is not a great number of typhoons 
reported and tho bonofit of the know- 
ledge gained would bo immeasurably 
greater than the cost. Tho suggestion, 
ae far ag wo con see, is not open to 
any objection and if acted upon it 
would clearly operate in tho public 
interest.
